Your letter c laims thai j ou ca mc i linvi an "application number" to faciliiale a search and 
can'! find any Information associated with my name. Further, you direel me to Experian to 
settle this matter. 

Foremost, this response is unacceptable. I think you misunderstand m\ complaint so I will 
clarify. 1 here is no application number because I did not apply for any credii from WFFAC. 

I strongly suspect that a particular employes of Wells Fargo Real Estate Group, in an effort 
io »fj|k md harass n*** tithes initiated this ilfega! inquiry using WFFAC resource? or 
convinced ;i WFFAC employee to do so directly. I su&peci such conduct because the 
suspected perpetrator bar, engaged in such behavior previously, and the appropriate 
management apparently did not address the misconduct at thai time. 

As you are aware, accusing credit files for personal sr illegal use is a crime. I insist that 
you investigate this matter and involve corporate security tu identify the perpetrator. 
Financial crimes and invasions of privacy cannot ind should not becountenanced by 
WFFAC and 1 will not let this slide. 

You request tny Social Securitv # but I am hesitant to give this since I find your reply 
indifferent and unresponsive I request thai you do utilize the information i have provided to 
identify who illegally accessed my persona! credo file for their own insidious purposes. 

J am fairlj certain that t can identify by name and title the Weils Fargo employee behind 
this. However, F be ieve it's your responsibility Io investigate and identify this person 
internally 1 xv going to stress again the seriousness of unsolicited access to a credit file, 
especially when the purpose is not business related but possibly criminal as in this case. ' 

H this v not addressed immediately, i will contact the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) 
field office in Philadelphia to report this matter. I ,vj|j inform them that I have not received 
any cooperation from WFFAC. simply an unsigned form ietfei showing indifference to mv 
complaint. 
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Svity on ^ux part, i will also cnniactthe office of V>ce Prudent Mar* 0^«. 

I will also contact the Federal Trade Commission and Expert to inform each that WKFAC 
has shown indifference <o nv> complaint.
